The Beetle Ukase in Russia. 


From the Goles. 

According te the recommendation 
of the Cuwmittee of Ministers, the 
Czar has recently ordered that a beetle 
duty shall for two years be in. posed 
upon the people of the provinces of 
Bessarabia, Ekaterinoslay, Poltava, 
Tavricheakuia, Kuharko ‘and Kher. 
sun for the special purpose of destroy- 
ing the beeties which are devouring 
the grain crops. The duty is to be 
paid either in personal work or in 
money. The men as well as the wo- 
men and children of the taxable classes 
are to be ordered to destroy the 
beetles in places distant not more 
than seven versts from their residences 
without remuneration, and beyond 
that distance for such remuneration as 
may be decided upon by the local 
authorities. All children over the 
age Of tea years are liable to beetle 
duty. The parties are to be retained 
at work not more than three days at a 
time. All means suitable for the de- 
struction of beetles are to be used, 
except the striking of crops with 
cords and sticks.

the Graves of the Dead, 


A Full Description of the Strange 
Beast—!ts Pedal -eculiarities — Its 
Haunts in the HMille-Found in Ne 
vada, Idaho and Montana-—A Crea- 
ture with the Form of a Dog and the 
Voice of a Jacks. 


A recent number of the Gazerre 
contained some account of an animal 
found in the neighborhood of Hal- 
leck and Deeth, Nevada, known in 
that section of country as the Wah- 
hoo.” It appears that the creature is 
not known to naturalists, aud finds no 
place in the catalogues of writers upon 
zoology. Some readers of the article 
referred to for this reason supposed 
the whole story to be a hoax. But it 
must be remembered that every day 
the researches of scientists are bring- 
ing to light hitherto unknown animals 
and plants, io every quarter of the 


lobe. 
in some remote localities of the earth, 
often prove entirely new and strange 
to the world of science. The narra- 
tives of travelers .are often received 
vith a great deal of incredulity be- 
cause they frequeatly contain descrip- 
tions of things before unheard of. 
When Du Chaillu discsvered the gor- 
illa in Africa, scientists were slow to 
believe in the existence of the an- 
mal. To take an illustration nearer 
home: there isa fish in Idaho waters 
called the red fish,” which is famil- 
iar to the people of that territory, yet 
has never been scientifically described, 
and of which no specimen has yet 
been placed in the Smithsonian In- 
stitute. 

THE ACCOUNT OF THE WAHHOO, 
which follows, is plain and unvar- 
nished, and it may yet be found that 
this strange beast will possess a high 
scientific interest to workers in the 
wide field of natural history. In the 
brief and imperfect description of the 
Wah hoo to which reference has already 
bren made, were given sume data re 
lating to the animal, which were fur- 
nished by Richard Smith, the agent 
of Wells, Fargo & Cuwo.’s express, at 
Reno. That gentleman, while hunt- 
ing in the neighborhood of Halleck, 
heard from the residects of that local. 
ity many stories of the Wahhoo and 
its peculiarities. He did not succeed 
in catching a glimpse of one, but his 
brother who was with him succeeded 
in obtaining the dressed hide of a 
Wahhou, He took it vith him to Los 
Angeles on his return from the expe- 
pedition. Mr. Smith’s Reno friends, 
tu whom he repeated some of the 
stories he had heard of the strange | 
creature, were skeptical of their truth. 
But the publication of the article in 
the Gazetrzy brought to light some 
additional testimony concerning the 
curious beast. Befure proceeding with 
entirely new evidence, it will be well 
to state what the le about Deeth

THE WAHOO AND THE MAN: EATER, 


The former appelation is supposed 
to have been given it in jmitation of 
the peculiar noise it makes. The lat- 
ter designation originated in the 
known propensity of the beast 
to dig up and devour the bodies of 


the dead. Wahhous which have been 
killed near Deeth exhibit a peculiar 
structure. The legs are -short, and 
the paws very large proportionally, 
furnished with strong projecting claws 
of great length. This formation ena- 
bles the creature to dig with ease and 
rapidity. The body is long and slen. 

der, the tail of medium length and 
usually curved over the back, the 
neck short, the hear broad, and the 
jaws provided with formidable teeth. 
The skin is covered with lo , fine 
hair. Its prevailing color is black, 

sputted with white. In weight it 
varies. from fifty to seventy-five 
pounds. The creature is larger than 
a coyote, and in appearance, when 
seen at a distance, not unlike a large 
log. In conversation with Mr. Smith, 
n young man seid that he had shot a 
number of Wahhoos, that he carefully 
measured each specimen, and found
